WHO MAKETH THEE TO DIFFER? 


“ALSO | HEARD THE VOICE OF THE LORD, SAYING, WHOM SHALL | SEND, AND 
WHO WILL GO FOR US? THEN SAID |, HERE AM |; SEND ME.” ISAIAH 6:8 


There is no doubt that God knows where we are geographically. And he 
knows where we are Spiritually as well. This Here am | in the verse before 
us is exactly the same place where our Heavenly Father eventually brings 
all his children. He brings us to the place of willingness before his 
Majesty—“Thy people shall be willing in the day of thy power, in the 
beauties of holiness from the womb of the morning: thou hast the dew of 
thy youth” (PSALM 110:3). When our Lord confronted the Apostle Paul, 
he said; “Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?” (ACTS 9:6). When God 
brings us to ‘Here am I’, he has brought us unto submission to Him. This 
is a condition of the new heart, which delights to do his will. 


Our Lord brings us (and keeps bringing us) to absolute reverential 
worship and acquiescence [full acceptance] to his holy character and 
virtues. This place where he brings us is to the end of our self and to his 
feet. This we do willingly, because he makes us love to be willing. When 
we can truly say ‘Here am I’, we are saying not my will be done— Your will 
be done—Do with me what seems good in your sight. Where are those 
who have been chosen by the Father, redeemed by the Son, and 
regenerated by the Spirit? They are precisely where God has placed 


them, and they are glad to be there! Here am | is simply giving our selves 
up to God’s sovereign purpose and good providence. Until we can say in 
our hearts Here am |, we are yet in rebellion and unbelief.

COME UNTO CHRIST AND REST 


“COME UNTO ME, ALL YE THAT LABOUR AND ARE HEAVY LADEN, 
AND | WILL GIVE YOU REST.” MATTHEW 11:28 


Our Lord declares the gospel of our sure salvation, when he tells us, that 
He gives us eternal life, and it shall never to be revoked!

UNDERSTANDING IMPUTATION 
“BLESSED IS THE MAN TO WHOM THE LORD WILL NOT IMPUTE SIN.” ROMANS 4:8 


Many people understand imputation like this: God imputes the 
righteousness of His Son to me so that | have a legal righteous standing 
before God even though | am not really righteous. Such a view is 
dishonoring to God! In 1 Corinthians 4:1, Paul said, “Let a man so account 
us as ministers of Christ and stewards of the mysteries of God.” The word 
account is the same Greek word that is translated impute. Paul is not 
telling us to account him a servant and a steward even though he really is 
not a servant and a steward. Impute this to me because that is what | am. 
We have righteousness imputed to us because we are righteous! 

All that Christ died for have no sin, no guilt, and are perfectly righteous 
before God. When Paul said, “Reckon (impute) yourselves to be dead to 
sin”, it was not that we are to reckon ourselves to be dead unto sin 
though we really are not. By Christ’s work on our behalf we are dead to 
sin! It has nothing to say to us. That is realized by faith.
